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THE ORIGINAL IDIOT. 

Dr. R. E. Welsh in his book, "Man to Man," tells ub that 
many a familiar word, if we open it out and trace its origin, be- 
comes an avenue widening before us into a field of history. He 
talus, for example, the word idiot. This word comes from the 
Greek and means one whose own private affairs claimed all his 
attention. In Greece the state absorbed each individual rési- 
dent and its claims were supposed to hold first place and have 
first charge upon his services. 

The state did not exist for the citizen but the citizen for the 
state. His rights and liberty were to be subordinated to the 
well-being of the commonwealth. Naturally, his own private 
affairs claimed his attention, but if he allowed these to monopolise 
hit time and thought without caring about his civic duties, he was 
looked upon as a defaulter. Moreover, there was a touch of con- 
tempt in the name with which he was branded "idiotes," the 
•mall minded individual who lived for his own private advantage, 
ar in modem slang, the fellow who looks after number one and 
:ares nothing about the general good. 

Thus, according to the Greek standard this individual was no 
dtizen. It would be well if we could inspire some of that feeling 
of contempt for such men to-day for the need everywhere in col- 
lege and civic life is for men who will forget their own concerns 
for a while and think of the general good. 

We have a host of such people in the university. They are 
Barer seen anywhere except at lectures. You need never expect 
to aee them at any college function— they have no time for any- 
thing but studies, and their world is made up only of things that 
affect them personally. When they graduate it cannot be ex- 
pected that they will change their habits to any extent, and thus 
the public service suffers. 

What is needed is a revival of interest; for the university, city 
and nation need public souls. We need a revival of the Greek 
cense of patriotic and responsible citizenship, converting the 
"idiots" around us into men active and interested in the public 



Let it be noted that the Greek idiot of to-day may not seem 
ta be a bad sort of a fellow. On the other hand, he may be a 
mariel of all the virtues, not in the least degree selfish in private 
Ufa. He is just careless and indifferent about things outside his 
circle. He shrinks from contact with aggressive and noiBy men 
with whom he must consort if he takes ,up civic duties. He 
would much rather have the pleasures of self culture among 
books and literary men, thus he never enters or quickly withdraws 
from the arena of the world's work and conflicts. 

If only he would study history he would find that the world's 
great men have been those who would far rather remain in the 
qukt village, but the claim of their country, city, or family has 
called them out, and the fight has ennobled them. Some amount 
of active service of an unselfish kind will be found necessary and 
wholesome for a right development of manhood, and will keep 
ajplture in touch with reality. 

Therefore, be not idiots in the modern sense, who need the 
watchful attention of guardians to keep them from harm or even 
in the Greek sense, by looking after our own affairs solely, but let 
ua remember that we have our part to play and our corner to fill 
in 1he life of the university.

Was Piper at Funeral 

Here Is how Piper Donald W. Mc- 
Laod, Arts '17, who enUsted in the 
42nd Battalion in April, 1915, and who 
has been in -France since October 1, 
1915, describes the part he played in 
the closing scenes of the war. Piper 
McLeod writes to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. D. D. McLeod, McCrlmmon, Ont., 
as follows: — 

"On Monday, Nov. 11th, while I was 
at my home in a private house at a 
town called Jemappes I was awaken- 
ed at three o'clock In the morning so 
was obliged to leave my happy home. 
Well after marching for two hours I 
arrived with the rest of the band at 
the entrance of Mons so wc played 
right into the heart of the city while 
It was still a bit dark and the re- 
ception we got was most enthusiastic. 
Our boys had the proud honour of 
taking the fatuous city of Mons and 
the band as well as the rest of the 
Battalion was right on the heel of the 
Germans. Well we played all morn- 
ing on the square in Mons and we had 
a job keeping the girls from hug- 
ging us while we were playing. Thsy 
took nearly all my badges as souve- 
nirs so I had to get all new badges 
again. Well I heard the last shot of 
the great war on this Monday morn 
ing, the 11th November at 9 In the 
morning. The officer told us that an 
armistice was signed with Germany 
and that hostilities would cease at 11 
a.m. Well you should have heard us 
Bhout then. Believe me I will never 
forget 11 o'clock on the 11th of No- 
vember, 1918. Well we were sent to 
the infantry barracks In Mons so this 
has been my homo since the great war 
finished. 

"On Wednesday morning I was at 
our battalion inspection and also 
played at a rehearsal for a funeral. 
In the afternoon the funeral look 
place and we laid to rest the gallant 
boys who lost their lives in taking 
Mons. It waa a large funeral as a 
large percentage of the inhabitants 
of Mons were presont. The good peo- 
ple of Mons furnished coffins for the 
dead heroes and also beautiful 
wreaths. The Mayor of Mons read 
an address in French paying high 
tribute to the boys who lost their 
lives in the taking of Mons. Wo 
played "Lochabcr No More" on the 
pipes and the firing party fired three 
volleys and the bugler blew the last 
post and then we lay to rest the dead 
heroes In the Mons cemetery, quite 
close to the civilian graves and a 
large German cemetery."

In a bril- 
liant conversation thé Scotchman Is 
left gasping. The Englishman thinks 
him Blow and -the illusion will remain 
because the Englishman will never 
hear Ihe Scotchman's account after. 

The essence of American humou 
is its exaggeration, It is not crassing 
If It is not grotesque. Asked if he 
remembered crossing the Alps, the 
American replied that he "had come 
over some rising ground." Another 
s,ald he was afraid of walking In Eng- 
land for fear he "would step off the. 
bally isle.;' A Weslcyan young lady 
said that "she guessed St. Peter's 
toolf the socks off every church in 
Europe." 

Much of the appeal of Scotch hu- 
mour lay In its reference to old na- 
tional customs. This is gradually be- 
coming a thing of the past. The rela- 
tion between master and servant will 
never be the Bame again. The old 
charm of the provincial life has pass- 
ed forever. Edinburgh Is now a sub- 
urb of London with a pathetic effort 
to reproduce the accents of London. 
The factory has exterminated the 
weaver and the labourers can no long- 



loicrs. "Charlotte Bronte,' a minis- 
ter's daughter, draws the curate with 
a savage touch which is # not found 
In Scotch literature. The minister in 
England frequently came from a high 
social class and mixed but rarely with 
his flock; in Scotland he was often 
one of the villagers whose brothers 
had helped him through college. Nor 
is it, to be thought that, the parish- 
loners were all uneducated. Carlyle's 
"S"artor Resartus," and John ïtuart 
Mills' "Elements of Political Econ- 
or.cmy" — even occasionally his "Prln 
nples of Logic" — were on ever*- 
bookshelf.
